That Postofflce Burglary. 


There were two United States deputy 


marshals—A. E. Benlow and A. B. Bris- 
oi)6—in Deeatur yesterday. They came 
bero to arrest Melvin S. Burt, Asn Conk- 
ling and Cbiirlos Creig, who have been 
indicted in the IT. S. district court at 
Springfield for burglarizing nnd robbing 
tho postoflice nt Elwin in this county on 
the night of December 13.
